With tho motive for eight gang 
slaylngs remaining a matter of spec- 
ulation, authorities In Lake and Cook 
counties today wore continuing their 
investigation into the nlloged Capone- 
Moran feud which assumed a whole- 
sale murder aspect early Sunday with 
the massacre of three gangsters at 
the resort of James L. Manning at 
Fox Lake. 

Dead Are Known Gangsters 

Sam Pellnr, a 20th ward election 
terrorist of the Valley district In Chi- 
cago: Michael Quirk, a member of 
tho Klondike O'Donnell gang, twice 
charged with murder and a known 
badman, and Joseph Bertsche, a 
notorious crook, were the men knied, 
while George Druggan, brother of 
Terr>' Druggan, who with Frankle 
Lake made a million In the beer busi- 
ness, and Mrs. Vivian Ponlc Mc- 
Ginnls. wife of an attorney and 
daughter of n Fox Lake resort keep- 
er, are beneved to be dying of bullet 
wounds. 

Tho crime, reconstructed by Inves- 
tigators. Is believed to have been 
committed as the five victims and 
ono other man who escaped unhurt, 
an members ot rival gangs, were 
gathered about the table In tho Man- 
ning resort at 1:40 Sunday morning 
either plannlnga kidnapping or wait- 
ing for tholr pay for a job already 
completed when tho death car, pre- 
sumably occupied by a "defense 
squad" of gunners, pulled up at tho 

resort. 

Survlvers Are. Silent 

The three dead gangsters were tak- 
en early Sunday to nndertaking 
rooms In Waukegan, tho bodies hav- 
lug been loft in the Manning hotel 
by tho sixth member of the party 
who drove to Chicago with George 
Dniggan and Mrs. McGlnnls, both of 
whom were silent on tho detaUs of 
tho shooting. . 

State's Attorney A. V. Smith, Capt. 
George Ilocklnger and Deputy Harry 
Quandt ot the sheriff's office started 
an Invostlgntlon as once. Search for 
tho guns used In tho killing was fu- 
tile and auestlonlng of Manning, a 
Fox Lake aldorman, his wlfo and 
Louis Capella, the bartender, elicited 
but little Information. 

Manning and his wife had gone to 
bed after the party of six had sat 
down to a midnight dinner. Just be- 
tor the shooting Quirk had como In 
with two other couples who Immed- 
iately went up stairs. CapeUa had 
started to sweep out, hoping to give 
tho hint to tho merrymakers that ho 
wanted them to loavo. Then came

With the motive for eight gang 
slaylngs remaining a matter of spec- 
ulation, authorities In Lake and Cook 
counties today were continuing their 
Investigation Into the alleged Capone- 
Moran feud which assumed a whole- 
sale murder aspect early Sunday with 
tho massacre of three gangsters at 
the resort of James L. Manning nt 
Fox Lake. 

Dead Are Known Gangsters 
Sam Pellar, a 20th ward election 
terrorist of the Valley district In Chi- 
cago; Michael Quirk, a member ot 
the Klondike G'Donnell gang, twice 
charged with murder and a known 
hadman, and Joseph Bertsche, a 
notorious crook, were the men killed, 
while George Druggan, brother ot 
Terr>' Druggan, who with Frankle 
Lake made a million In the beer busi- 
ness, and Mrs. Vivian Ponic Mc- 
Olunis. wife of an attorney and 
daughter of a Fox Lake resort keep- 
er, are believed to be dying of bullet 
wounds. 

The crime; reconstructed by Inves- 
tigators, Is believed to have been 
committed as the five victims and 
ono other man who escaped unhurt, 
all members of rival gangs, were 
gathered about the table In the Man- 
ning resort at 1:40 Sunday morning 
either planninga kidnapping or wait- 
ing for their pay for a job already 
completed when tho death car, pre- 
sumably occupied by a "defense 
squad" of gunners, pulled up at the 
resort. 

Survivors Are Silent 
Tho three dead gangsters were tak- 
en early Sunday to undertaking 
roouis in Waukegan, the bodies hav- 
ing been loft In the Manning hotel 
by tho sixth member of tho party 
who drove to Chicago with George 
Druggan and Mrs. McGlnnis, both of 
whom wore silent on the details of 
tho shooting. . 

State's Attorney A. V. Smith, Capt. 
George Hecklnger and Deputy Harry 
Quandt of the sheriff's office started 
an investigation as once. Search for 
tho guns used iu the killing was fu- 
tile and questioning of Manning, a 
Fox Lake alderman, his wifo and 
Louis Capella, the bartender, elicited 
but little Information. 

Manning and his wIfo had gone to 
bed after tho party of bIx had sat 
down to a midnight dinner. Just be- 
tor the shooting Quirk had como Iu 
with two other couples who Immed- 
iately went up stairs. CapoUa had 
started to sweep out, hoping to glvo 
tho hint to tho merrymakers that ho 
wanted them to leave. Then came

Under the new rate 
the charges foiv electricity are based 
on the number of rooms and the 
amount ot electricity consumed so 
that any customer may equip his 
home for lights and small appliances 
without limitation." 

A survey to determine the number 
of rooms In residences throughout 
the territory served has been made 
by the Public Service company In 
connection with the oBtabllshment of 
this rate, and a continuation of this

Indignant, siie 
demanded to know the reason for the 
order, only to be told that slie was re- 
pirded "with susplelun" by the Amer- 
ican government and, under the olr- 
cuinstances, could not he allowed to 
pass througii the Canal Zone.

UATKM.U.A. which has recent- 
ly, bad n boundary dispute 
with Its ncigldior, Honduras, 
Is one of the most progre-sslvo 
of the group of states that lies be- 
tween Mexico and tlio Isthmus of 
Panama. 

Throe days' delightful stenming from 
New Orleans through the Gulf of Mex- 
ico and the western Caribbean takes 
one to the sun-kissed shores of Gnute- 
mnla, where stately palms, stirred by 
perfume-laden breezes, wave In greet- 
ing. 

The steady Increase of American 
nnd other Interests has opened one of 
tho loveliest countries In tho world, 
and the building of riillronds Is plac- 
ing wltlMn easy reach the enjoyment 
of Its natural benntles. 

Most of the railroads are controlled 
by Americans. From Puerto IJurrlos, 
on tho Caribbean, tho northern road 
runs a distance of 1!2-1 miles up to the 
city of Guatemala, the capital. From 
here starts the Guatemala Central 
road, extending a distance of 7-1 miles 
to the port of San Jose, on tlie raclllc. 
The Guatemala Central railroad also 
has several hundred miles of road 
throughout tho country. Recently a 
branch lino »S miles In length was 
put In service running from tho city 
of Iletalhuleu to Ayutia. on the border 
of Mexico, connecting directly with 
the Pan-American road there. It Is 
now possible to travel by railway from 
New York city to the capital of Guate- 
mala. 

This country was for centuries the 
home of the Maya-Qulcho Indians, 
whoso history reads like a romunco. 
Corotz, however, after the conquest of 
Rk'xico. desiring to extend his power 
over tho country farther south. In 1522 
sent an Invading army under tlio com- 
mand of Pedro do Alvarudo to subju- 
gate this powerful race. 

Leaving Mexico with some 300 Span- 
lards and a great number of Mexican 
Indians. Alvarado fought his way Into 
Guatemala, overcoming all who op- 
posed him. and llnully, on .Tuly 25, 
1521. founded the first Spanish capital 
under tho name of Santiago de los 
Caballeros (Saint James of the Cav- 
aliers), ^Vnd so It happened that, in 
tt beautiful valley nt the foot of two 
great volcanoes. "Agua" and "Fues"" 
(meaning water and lire), was llrnily 
established the Spanish rule which 
w*us to'lnst for nearly three centuries 
—that is, until September 15, 1821, 
when Guatemala becarao an Independ- 
ent republic. ' 

First City Twice Destroyed. 

Tills hrst Spanish city was. however. 
20 years inter, almost completely 
wiped out of existence by a great flood 
of wnter whicli poured down upon It 
from Aguti. There has been much 
controversy among sclentl.sts us to the 
origin of this Hood. Somb chiim It to 
have been tho result of a cioudburiit. 
others that It came from the crater of 
tho supposedly extinct volcano. The 
former supposition seems to bo most 
pUiusIhle. 

Tho few survivors fled down the val- 
ley and at a dlstanco of three miles 
choRO the site of u new city, and. In 
15-12, courageously founded n second 
capital, now known as Antlgna. In 
tlmo it grew to havo a population of 
100.000 Inhabitants, nnd became a 
grent center of learning, w*ith many 
universities, monasteries, nnd over a 
hundred churches rich In works of art. 
Although mnny times threatened by 
cnrthqua'ko shocks more or less severe, 
It nourished until J»ly 21), 1773, when, 
without warning, In one minute tbo 
proud city wns leveled to the ground. 
Again tho survivors of this second 
calnmlty sought refuge farther away 
from the threatening volcano, and. at 
ft distance of an rallos, finally settled 
In tho beautiful valley of Las Vacas. 
Here, at an nltltude of 0,000 feet 
nhovo tho sen, surrounded on all sides 
by soft green hllla, b'^hlnd which lOom 
tho Imposing bends of three volcnnoes, 
lies the city of C»outomala. the present 
capital, fo^unde-i by tho courageous 
BurvlvorB of one of tho greatest ca- 
lamalles In the history of any land. 

This typical city of Spanish Amer- 
ica is a most interesting and charm- 
ing plnco • to visit Coming directly 
from tho lond of skyBcrnpers, the flrst 
Impression of it. with Its low whito 
buildings, la particularly nttractlve. 
Hero and there Is a houso tinted a 
bright pltiU or a vivid blue, thus vary- 
ing tho monotony of the dnKzlIng whlto 
nnd lending a sort of holldny*Iook, as 
tliough the houses >'nd put on their 
best gown to wcli;omo the stranger. 

Tho cllftinte . la ono of perpetual 
■prlng, tbo avcrago tcmpcruturo being

about 70 degrees. The summer montbi 
bring the heavy rains. 

With a population of about 120.000, 
the city of Guatemala la laid out on a 
scale, with broad nvcnucs, line parks, 
and hnndsome buildings. It la ono of 
tho hest-llKhled cities In America. 

Scenes In City of Guatemala. 

In the center of the dty Is the Plaza 
do Armas, with Us pretty park, where 
stands a liandsome statue of Colum- 
bus, This plaza becomes the rendez- 
vous of fashion three or four evenings 
7jf the week, when an exceptionally 
flno hand plays. Thero also each 
morning at ton o'clock a company of 
tho President's Guard of Honor pa- 
rados. Most Interesting scenes nro 
also wllnosHpd on the nlRhts of any 
national bnllduy or clmrcli festival. 

The Indians come In from the sur- 
rounding country early In tho day nnd 
Install themselves In picturesque 
groups, selling native sweets, coconut 
water, and beautiful fruits. As night 
comes on they build fires which Il- 
lumine their dark faces and brilliant 
costumes. The trees are bung with 
gay lanterns and at one side Is 
Btrotclied a great canvas upon which 
a free movlng-plcture show la In 
progress. 

The hand plays, and between times 
Is beard the rather weird music of 
the marimba. Tills native Instrument 
has a peculiar charm and, In spite of 
ft certain metallic sound, not unlike 
ft xylophone, when played In the open 
nlr has very beautiful tones.

which adds prcatly to tho plcturesque- 
ncss of the landscape. 

The Teatro Colon, tho national the- 
ater, is a hulldlnp of which any city 
would bo proud. It Is copied from the 
Church of the Madeleine In Paris. U 
is penerously subsidised by tlie kov- 
ei-nment. nnd pood operatic and dra- 
matic . companies come from Itai.v. 
Spain, nnd Mexico. Hull fliibtln;,' Is, 
of course, ' tbo favorite amusement, 
and there Is a pood bull rlnp. 

To tho west of the city stretches 
the broad nvcnuo of La Refornm. a 
beautiful drive several miles In 
length, shaded by great trees nnd con- 
taliilnp some (Ine statues, the most 
Important bolni; those of Gen. Uunno 
Barrios and Gen. Garcia Granndos. 
Antigua, by the Volcanoes. 
In strango contrast to the modern 
city of Guatemala Is the old ruined 
one of Antlpua, well worth a visit. It 
Is preferable to ride, although one can 
drive. The earlier the start after sun- 
rise the better, for the road as far as 
tbo Indian town of Mexico presents a 
most nttractlve scene, as hundreds of 
Indians nro Jogging Into tbo city heav- 
ily laden with great loads of earthen 
pottery, freiih fruits, and vegetables 
for the market. Mexico Is picturesque- 
ly situated, nestling nt the foot of 
the mountains nnd commanding nn ex- 
tended view of the groat Guatemala 
valley, with tho city almost at one;s. 
feet, and In the distance tbo sparkling 
blue waters of lovely Lako Anmtltlan. 
Leaving the high road ono turns In- 
to n narrow dctlle, nnd up nnd down 
hill follows nn old Indian trail, some- 
times completely shut In, again widen- 
ing with gUmpKos of tho mountains as 
range after range rises to the Imposing 
heads of three great volcnnoes— Agua, 
Fuego. and Acatcnango. 

Nestled In a broad, fertile vnlley, 
tho climate of which Is unsurpassed, 
nothing can exceed this city of tho 
past In solemn grandeur. Watched 
over by the giant Agua, which rises 
In ono magnlllcnnt unbroken sweep to 
a height of over 1«,000 feet, street aft- 
er street strotchca dnsallngly white In 
tbo brilliant sunshino. Not a sound 
breaks tho silonco which hangs like 
a pall over tho place, nnd oven th*» 
modern town of some aO.OOO Inhabt- 
tnnta seems dead, and a straugo husb 
lies over all.
